The jobs which Ohio needs to 
ease Our massive unemployment- 
Jobs in durable goods manutfactur- 
Ing, service Industries, and in state 
and local government-are fore- 
gone as capital leaves our state for 
the Pentagon never to return. One 
estimate placed the number of 
jobs foregone by Ohio due to this 
outflow at over 130,000-and that 

‘was, for, 1977-78: three years 
before the Reagan defense buiid- 
up even began! 

AFSCME Ohio Council 8 is par- 
ticularly aware that just one of the 
60 to 70 billion dollars Ronald 
Reagan would spend on an MX 
missie system could create some 
138,000 health care jobs for Ohio. 

The intimate relationship 
between Reagan's military build- 
up and unemployment in Ohio 
makes the issue of his foreign pol- 
icy an item we can hardly afford to 
keep off our agenda for very long. 

When public services are cut in 
our state and local communities to 
finance Reagan's military aid pro- 
gram to repressive foreign 
regimes we, too, are the victims of 
that oppression. 

When jobs which could have 
been created in the steel, auto, and 
rubber industry never become 
reality because our nation’s 
resources are instead used to 
build nuclear weapons, we find 
ourselves in common alliance with 
those who seek to freeze the arms 
race, 

The day when our domestic 
struggle for jobs and justice could 
be divorced from the efforts of the

humbly present in himself. For this was his own calling. He hefped ail of 
us to claim new and higher standards for membership in thé American 
Baptist family. 4 

At thé state level also, he shared hisdenominational loyalty. | speak for 
Dr. John Sundquist and the whole of the Ohio Baptist Convention in 
expressing appreciation for Dr. Branch's involvement and faithtulness 
asa leader seeking to keep the Christian concerns of American Baptists 
before the conscience of this great state. 

Dr. Branch went farther in accepting the request of Cleveland Baptists 
that he represent them on the General Board of the American Baptist 
Churches, U.S.A., a position which he held from 1972 to 1978. Dr. Robert 
C. Campbell, General Secretary of the ABC/USA, has asked me to 
convey his own personal sympathy to Mrs. Branch and the family. He has 
shared with me the high respect in which Dr. Branch was held by all who 
knew him and worked with him.at the national level. 

On the Board of National Ministries, he shared his first-hand know!- 
edge of the urban crisis in discussions of national. church policy and 
strategy. Dr. William Cober, Executive Secretary of that Board, tells me 
that Dr, Branch brought a level-headed wisdom and carefully honed 
‘maturity to the decision making process. National leaders have made it 
clear to me that they only wish they had been able to pry him loose for full 
time service at that level. But his own sense of local church’priorities 
prevailed, and he made it clear that his first vocation was that of the 
pastor to the people of Antioch. National's ultimate tribute was to recog- 
nize that Emanuel Branch personified the kind of ministry which we 
could wish to be offered in every American Baptist church. His excel- 
lence as pastor of this great urban congregation won for him in 1977 the 
national recognition of the Edwin H. Rhoades Award for outstanding 
urban ministry. - 2

larger Christian family and his role as an ambassador, prophet and 
healer in community affairs, | must insert here that these very thrusts of 
his, stand in the finest tradition of American Baptist life and action.

tion Association's fifth annual 
tribute to the late civil rights 
leader. 

Cited for his stand in declar- 
ing that separate but equal 
would no Jonger exist in 
Columbus Public Schools; 
Duncan said, “it is my hope 
that-the courts will get out of 
the business of deciding upon 
massive reorganizations. 

“Then the judges can retire to 
the things that they are more 
comfortable with. But | don't 
see this coming in the near 
future,” he said. 

Duncan, applauding Co- 
lumbus teachers said, “You

in the courtroom.” 

During his tenure as U.S. 
District Judge for the Southern 
District of Ohio, Duncan has

Prior to the award nta- 
tion, |. Ray Miller, 29th House 
District State Representative, 
inhis keynote address, defined 
the relevancy of Dr. King’s 
dream for the 1980's. 

“On April 18, 1975, | was 
there in the state tegisiature 
when the Martin Luther King 
bill was passed,” he said. 

Miller said-among the 
observers were those who 
argued that another state holi- 
day would be another excuse 
for state emptoyees 
not to come to work. Others 
complained that it would cost 
too much money, he said. 

And there were those, Miller 
said, who argued that King was 
a troublemaker and did not 
deserve to have a holiday in his 
honor. 

“But there were those in the 
audience who knew that blacks 
as a people counted. Some- 
body cared. Martin Luther 
King’s birthday is not just 
another holiday. That's why we 
rejoice,” Miller said. 

Miller said that even though 
King's birthday has been 
enacted as a state and federal 
holiday, signed by a president 
who strongly opposed it, there 
are still poor and minority peo- 
ple for which everyday is a hol- 


“jday because they are un- 


employed. 

“A national task force has 
seen evidence of hunger and 
yet cast it off as an anecdote,” 
Miller said. “Full equality is still 
a dream.” 

In defining the dream for the 
eighties, Miller said, ‘We 
should re-evaluate old ideas in 
the light of new realities.

The number of black elected officials 
nationwide rose by 8.6 percent between 
July 19862 and July 1983, the Joint Center 
for Rolitical Studies has found. As of July 
1983; there were 5,606 black elected offi- 
cials, up from 5,160 in July 1982. 

The 1983 increase represents 4 dramatic 
turnaround tn the trend of the tast eight 
years. Although the number of black 
elected officials has increased every year, 
the rate of increase has been declining 
since the early 1970s, after the early spurt 
of prdgress-following passage of the 1965 
Voting Rights Act.

The jump in the number of black elected 
officials is part of a general upsurge in 
black political activity. The number of reg- 
istered black voters increased by almost 
600,000 between 1980 and 1982; black tur- 
nout rose by 5.8 percent in the 1982 con- 
gressional elections (over the 1978 level); 
and 1983 saw highly visible campaigns by 
black candidates at several levels of 
government 


The South, which has 62 percen} of the 
black elected officials in the country, had 
the largest net gain of any region--301 
more black elected officials, an increase of 
9.6 percent. But the Northeast, with 12 per- 
cent of black officials, had a greater rate of 
increéase--14 percent. The states with the 
largest increases were Arkansas, with a net 
gain of 78, for a total of 297. New York 
gained 44; Oklahoma, 42; lilinois, 38; and 
Louisiana, 36. Mississippi still has the high- 
est total number of black elected officials, 
433--9 more than in 1982. (As usual, a small

The number af black members of Con- 
gress increase from 16 to 21, or 16.7 per- 
cent. The number of black state legislators 
rose by 13.6 percent, and the number of 
black mayors, by 10.8 percent. 

Once again, the increase in the number 
of female black elected officiais was larger 
than the overall increase: 13.1 percent. As 
of July 1983, some 22 percent of all black 
elected officiale—t,223-were women. By 
contrast, only about 10 percent of all 
elected officials are women. 

The Joint Center has been counting 
black elected officials since, 1970. in 1965, 
when the VRA was first passed, it is esti- 
mated there were fewer than 300 black 
elected officials in the country. In 1970, 
there were 1,469; in 1973, ten years ago, 
there were 2,621. Even at the new high,

Nevertheless, this year’s gains are espe- 
cially encouraging, according to Eddie N. 
Williams, president of the Joint Center for 
Political Studies.

Therefore, | am particularly 
impressed by the large increase at these 
levels, The large surge in the number of 
black elected officials at all levels is a 
further indication of the black community's 
commitment to use the political processes 
of the nation to pursue their hopes and 
aspirations.”
